LOSS OF TASTE AND SMELL 


A physician writes into the American 
Medical Journal asking if there is any 
recommended treatment to help a patient 
who has completely lost the senses of 
taste and smell after trigeminal neuralgia. 
The answer states that almost always the 
loss of taste and smell is actually a loss 
only of the sense of smell; there is still 
the ability to differentiate between such 
tastes as salt and sweet. Both the taste 
and smell senses are bilateral functions, 
having to do with both sides of the 
tongue and nose, respectively, and it is 
impossible to see how trigeminal neu- 
ralgia, or an operation for its relief, 
could be responsible for either or both 
the senses being lost. Some other factor 
must be responsible——Journal of the

MIXING OF SILVER 
AMALGAM 


One of the most important steps in 
building an amalgam restoration is a 
correct mixing of the alloy and mercury. 
They should always be proportioned ac- 
cording to the ratio recommended by the 
manufacturer. Avoid undermixing; it is 
better to mix slightly longer than the 
recommended time as this produces bet- 
ter working properties and gives a slightly 
stronger and more easily polished restora- 
tion. Any absence of expansion or slight 
contraction due to this more thorough 
mixing is of no clinical significance. Al- 
though it is possible for the careful op- 
erator to produce a good thorough mix 
with either the mortar and pestle or the 
rubber thumb stall technic, a mechanical 
amalgamator that has a time interval 
regulator will give consistently good 
mixes more easily, and is particularly 
convenient when multiple mixes are 


needed. Amalgam over three minutes old 
should be discarded and another mix 
made. Never attempt to remix or add 
mercury to partially crystallized amalgam 
to regain working plasticity, but it is 
sometimes advisable to mull the material 
in a clean piece of rubber dam during the 
period of condensation in order to main- 
tain plasticity—SOME IMPORTANT

CAUSES OF DEATH IN THE 
DENTAL PROFESSION 


This article presents a comparison of 
the causes of death among dentists with 
the causes of death of the general male 
population. The untimely death of den- 
tists represents a considerable waste of 
time and money invested in a dental edu- 
cation. Due to the need for dental man- 
power, knowledge of these causes of 
death may bring action of a preventive 
nature. 

Diseases of the circulatory system and 
neoplasms rank No. 1 and No. 2 in both 
the general population and in dentists as 
the cause of death. 

Diseases of the nervous system and 
sense organs are No. 3 as a cause of 
death in dentists, but No. 10 in the gen- 
eral population. This comparison is made 
mainly on the basis of poliomyelitis as a 
cause of death; it is possible that the 
dentist’s intimacy with the respiratory 
tract of his patients could be classified as 
an occupational hazard. 

Accidents, poisonings, and violence are 
No. 4 in dentists, comparing favorably 
with the general population as the third 
ranking cause. 

Diseases of the digestive system rank 
No. 5 among dentists, and seventh in the

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EDITORIAL 


COMMON SENSE 


If one has a practical understanding and the capacity to see and take things 
in their right light, then that person has common sense. An ordinary mental 
capacity or sound judgment also means the same thing, but so often we find this 
missing in dentists. Especially schooled as a professional person of the healing 
arts, a dentist is notably lacking in common sense. Many of us are so wrapped 
up in teeth, or their absence, that we neglect some of the things in which we 
should actually be experts. 


The most important possession we have in this life is our health and from 
the way we abuse it, it’s a wonder we’re not all dead by the time we reach forty. 
After an exhausting education, we immediately start a vigorous campaign to 
develop hypertensions, frustrations and as many ulcers as possible. First of all, 
we go heavily in debt, equipping an office that we cannot afford. Then we do 
the same thing with an automobile and the clincher, a big expensive home, not 
only expensive to buy but to maintain. Now, to make things worse, we must 
“keep up with the Jones” by joining a country club, taking riding, golf and 
dancing instructions and finding every means of going further into debt. Then 
to make sure that we work during the day under as many handicaps as possible, 
large quantities of liquor are consumed at night plus late hours and lack of 
proper rest. 


Another way to undermine our health is to bring lab work home with us or 
to just run up to the office Sundays and other free time to catch up. Worrying 
and fretting about the office in off hours is as bad as actually working. Then 
there is the fellow who feels that vacations are a waste of time and only takes 
one when the “better-half” forces him to. Long hours of tedious dental work, 
confining in nature and performed usually on apprehensive patients, naturally 
tend to fatigue the operator. The dentist with patients jammed in every second 
of the day is continually drawing energy from his body, working under undue 
stress. Extracurricular activities, such as an interest in another business, stocks 
and bonds or playing the grain market or ponies, not only add to our worries 
but detract from our professional pursuits. , 


The answer is nothing more than just common sense—start really enjoying 
life for a change. Avoid debt insofar as possible and try to get our outstanding 
debts out of the way. Be moderate in drinking and night life and by all means 
obtain a sufficiency of rest. We are not outdoor men by profession so be sensible 
in our diverting activities. If eighteen holes of golf will tire us out, be satisfied 
with nine or twelve holes. Avoid being caught on a merry-go-round of parties 
and social events. Put a little thought into making our office routine more inter- 
esting—plan our appointments with a little thought toward efficiency. Since we 
spend most of our waking hours doing dentistry, try to make them as carefree 
and enjoyable as possible and leave dentistry only for the office. Take vacations 
with the idea that they are an investment in health, not just to get away for a 
few days. By all means, don’t try to be a millionaire—it isn’t worth it. For 
good health and a happy life, be smart, use a little common sense.

SENTENCE BOYDEN 
TO JAIL TERM 


John M. Boyden, 55, owner and opera- 
tor of the Boyden Dental Laboratory at 
31 E. Jackson St., Joliet, was found guilty 
in County Court today of violating the 
Dental Practice Act by being the opera- 
tor of a dental laboratory where illegal 
dental work was performed. 

He was fined $2,000 and sentenced to 
spend one year in the county jail. 

The finding of guilty was made by 
County Judge Leonard M. Hoffman, of 
Morris, who heard the case on a change 
of venue from County Judge John Cow- 
ing. Judge Hoffman set the fine and the 
jail sentence in keeping with recommen- 
dations of State’s Attorney Frank Mas- 
ters, Jr. 

Boyden was in County Court for the 
sentencing. He displayed no emotion 
when Judge Hoffman gave his decision. 

Through his attorney, I Stanley 
Pinkett, Boyden asked that the mittimus 
be suspended for go days to permit him 
to perfect an appeal. The stay was al- 
lowed and Judge Hoffman accepted a 
$5,000 bond. 

Judge Hoffman sentenced Boyden to 
a year in jail on count one of the informa- 
tion that charged Boyden with the illegal 
extraction of a tooth in his laboratory. 
On count two that charged him with 
illegally offering to supply a partial plate, 
he was fined $1,000. The other $1,000 
fine was imposed on count three which 
charged him with illegally supplying the 
partial plate. 

A fourth count that charged him with 
illegally supplying the plate for $38 was 
nullified on the motion of the state’s at- 
torney. 


(The above is a reprint of an article appear- 
ing in the September 2 issue of the Joliet 
Herald.) 
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Boyden was charged with having this 
dental work performed by a dentist who 
did not have a license. 

At the trial early in July, Mr. Boyden 
did not take the witness stand in his 
defense. 

In 1942 Boyden was convicted by a 
county court jury of practicing dentistry 
without a license and was sentenced to 
six months in the county jail and fined 
$1,000 by the late County Judge Glen 
L. Cowing. 

Boyden carried the case to the appel- 
late and the supreme courts for seven 
years in an attempt to avoid the jail 
sentence and the fine. 

Unsuccessful in his attempts, he served 
his six-month sentence in 1949 and paid 
the fine. 

Again in 1951, Boyden was found 
guilty of violating the Dental Practice 
Act by practicing dentistry without a 
license and was fined $1,000 by Judge 
Russell Keeney. 

Boyden failed to pay this fine until 
placed in jail last March. He then paid 
the fine and the court costs.

sonic and airbrasive cutting devices and 
the high-speed rotary drill by leading re- 
searchers. 

A panel of medical and dental re- 
search men will report on the hazards 
to the dentists in the use of the x-ray 
in a separate special program. The mo- 
tion picture “Hazards of Dental Radiog- 
raphy” which was awarded an inter- 
_ national film prize at Venice, will be 
shown as part of the panel. Dr. Lee Roy 
Main, dean of St. Louis University 
School of Dentistry, will be the modera- 
tor. 

Use of elastic impression materials will 
be the subject of a third panel moderated 
by Dr. Maynard K. Hine, dean of In- 
diana University School of Dentistry in 
Indianapolis. 

Two additional panel discussions will 
be: the effects of sugars and other car- 
bohydrates on teeth, moderated by Dr. 
Harold J. Noyes, dean of the University 
of Oregon Dental School in Portland; 
and endodontic procedures for the gen- 
eral practitioner, moderated by Dr. 
Floyd D. Ostrander, professor of den- 
tistry at the University of Michigan 
School of Dentistry in Ann Arbor.

general population. This may call at- 
tention to the fact that dentists are prone 
to worry and perhaps succumb to the 
frustrations presented by the practice of 
dentistry. 

Diseases of the genito-urinary system 
are No. 6 among dentists, and fourth in 
the general population. This could be 
explained by the fact that the profes- 
sion as a whole recognizes the importance 
of prompt treatment of infection. 

Allergic, endocrine, metabolic, and 
nutritional disorders account for No. 7 
in dentists as against eighth place in the 
general population. 

Diseases of the respiratory system are 
No. 8 in dentists, and sixth in the general 
population. 

Infective and parasitic diseases are 
No. 9, but fifth in the general population. 

The tenth cause of death among den- 
tists, symptoms of senility and ill-defined 
conditions, was not compared as a cause 
with the general population as no data 
was available—CAUSES OF DEATH 
AMONG DENTISTS, by Walter L. 
Cuthbertson, D.D.S. The Journal of the 
California State Dental Assn. and the 
Nevada State Dental Society.
